, Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-9, 1 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2-9, 
1 1-20 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior 
art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of 
the said prior art which teaches an apparatus and method for generating a multicolor 
image indicated by image data by overlapping monochrome images of different color 
according to the image data comprising means for and steps of generating amended 
signal (or corrected signal), one amended signal for each of the different colors, wherein 
each amended signal is amended based on information in the image data about the 
monochrome image for one of the different colors and information in the image data 
about the monochrome image for one of the different colors and information in the image 
data about the monochrome image of another of the different colors wherein the 
amendment is based on a correspondence in color and arrangement between pixels 
forming the multicolor image indicated by the image data.
